1. INDOCHINA 

END OF US AID TO VN AND CAMBODIA URGED BY 12 SENATORS 
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AND 70 REPRESENTATIVES SUNDAY, WHO INVITED PRES DISCUSS 
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WITH CONGRESS HOW TO PHASE IT OUT. PRES TOLD CHITRIB 
INTERVIEWERS OVER WEEKEND HE WOULD BE WILLING HALT AID 
IN THREE YEARS IF SUFFICIENT FUNDS APPROPRIATED UNTIL 
THEN (WSJ). MEMBERS OF CONGRESS FOR PEACE THROUGH LAW 
(BIPARTISAN GROUP THAT WROTE PRES ASKING EARLY AND 
COMPLETE END TO US MIL/ECON AID TO SVN AND CAMBODIA) 

SAY CONTINUED AID WILL NOT BRING TWO COUNTRIES CLOSER 
TO LASTING PEACE. LETTER STATES MORE AID MAY PROLONG 
LIVES OF GOVTS, BUT "WE CAN SEE NO HUMANITARIAN OR NATIONAL 
INTEREST THAT JUSTIFIES" COST (WP). SIGNERS INCLUDE 
SENS HUMPHREY, MCGOVERN AND REPS UDALL AND DRINAN (AP. 

NYT); GROUP HEADED BY SEN CLARK. LETTER ASSERTS THIS IS 
NOT TIME TO START "ACRIMONIOUS NATIONAL DEBATE" ON INDOCHIN 
AND GROUP PREPARED OR SERIOUS, UNEMOTIONAL DIALOG ON 
PROBLEM OF ENDING US INVOLVEMENT (NYDN SPECIAL). 

CONGRESSIONAL REQUEST SEEN SETTING STAGE FOR POSSIBLE 
COMPROMISE ON INDOCHINA AID QUESTION (AP. SUN; PHINQ). 

CHITRIB QUOTES PRES IN INTERVIEW THAT "IMPORTANT FOR 
SOUTH VIETNAM AND CAMBODIA TO SURVIVE” BUT THIS DOES NOT 
MEAN ENDLESS SUPPORT FOR THEM. PRES QUOTES AMB MARTIN 
THAT AID AT LEVEL OF 1976 REQUESTS OVER TWO YEARS "WOULD 
IN EFFECT END OR TERMINATE SUMS OF THIS MAGNITUDE." 

US OFFICIAL SAYS FAMILIES OF US DIPLOMATS IN PP TOLD 
TO GET READY FOR EVACUATION THIS WEEK BECAUSE OF CITY'S 
INCREASING ISOLATION AND BAD LIVING CONDITIONS (WSJ; NYT). 
OFFICIAL STATES ONLY ABOUT SIX WIVES IN CAPITAL. AND THEY 
WILL LEAVE ON REGULAR FLIGHTS DURING WEEK (AP WP, NYDN, 
CHITRIB, SUN, PHINQ). DIPLOMATIC SOURCE SAYS US EMBASSY 
OFFICIALS WITH PRIVATE GENERATORS WERE TOLD FUEL RATION 
WILL BE CUT. GKR AMMO SUPPLY REPORTED LOW; ENOUGH FOOD 
FOR OVER MONTH, BUT FUEL FOR LESS THAN MONTH (AP PHINQ, 

SUN, CHITRIB). 

WP FRONT-PAGES AP PHOTO OF CAMBODIAN REFUGEE MOTHER TRYING 
TO FEED CRYING CHILD AT SVN CAMP; SAME PHOTO ON CHITRIB 
PAGE TWO. 

NYT’S SCHANBERG IN PP DESCRIBES BATTLE FOR CONTROL OF 
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MEKONG AS STRUGGLE FOR SURVIVAL O PP. SITUATION NOT 
YET GRAVE AND CAMBODIANS - UNLIKE SOME FOREIGNERS - 
SHOW NO SIGNS OF PANIC. QUOTES US EMBASSY OFFICIAL THAT 
AMMO SITUATION "DANGEROUS," AND IF MEKONG STAYS CLOSED 
TWO MORE WEEKS IT WILL BE CRITICAL UNLESS WE "GET 
ADDITIONAL SUPPLIES BY AIRLIFT." NOTES "MODEST" AIRLIFT 
FROM THAILAND HAS MAXIMUM OF TEN FLIGHTS DAILY WITH 
TOTAL 150-TON CAPACITY, ABOUT ONE-TENTH CITY'S DAILY 
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NEEDS. AIRLIFT CAN'T BE EXPANDED FURTHER UNDER TERMS 
OF CONTRACT, ACCORDING AMERICANS. ONLY OTHER APPARENT 
ALTERNATIVE IS CONTINGENCY PLAN FOR BIGGER USAF-RUN 
AIRLIFT; BUT, ACCORDING RELIABLE SOURCES, ADMIN RELUCTANT 
TO MOUNT SUCH AIRLIFT FOR FEAR OF ANTAGONIZING CONGRESS. 

MANY WESTERN DIPLOMATS THINK UNLESS MEKONG OPENED 
REASONABLY SOON, US MIGHT NEED TURN TO AIRLIFT AS LAST 
RESORT. 

SCHANBERG REPORTS US MEANWHILE PRESSING GKR DO EVERYTHING 
POSSIBLE TO CLEAR MINES, WREST CONTROL OF RIVER BANKS. 

SO FAR REPORTS NOT OPTIMISTIC, AND KHMER NAVY HAVING 
LITTLE SUCCESS IN CUTTING WIRES OF "PRIMITIVE," COMMAND- 
DETONATED MINES. NOTES INCREASING DIFFICULTY IN RECRUITING 
CREWS FOR MEKONG CONVOY AFTER DAMAGE DONE TO SHIPS RECENTLY, 

AND AMERICANS AND KHMERS TALK OF TRAINING CAMBODIAN NAVY 
PERSONNEL TO MAN SUPPLY SHIPS. DESPITE RISKS, US REPORTED 
PLANNING TRY RUN ANOTHER CONVOY THROUGH WITHIN NEXT WEEK. 
SCHANBERG TRIES TO ASSESS SUPPLY SITUATION IN PP, BUT 
REPORTS VARY; GUESSES .HERE MAY BE ENOUGH FOOD AND FUEL 
IN CITY FOR MONTH OR MORE. BELIEVES SOME OFFICIALS GIVE 
HIGH FIGURES IN EFFORT TO PREVENT PANIC. FINDS PP MOOD 
DOES NOT SUGGEST SITUATION DESPERATE, THOUGH SOME FOREIGNERS 
WONDER IF FATALISTIC CALM" MAY PROVE MISLEADING. BUT 
SOME DIPLOMATS AND WESTERN OBSERVERS WONDER WHETHER 
US PAINTING DARK PICTURE IN HOPE OF WINNING MORE MIL AID 
FROM CONGRESS. OPINES THAT AID QUESTION APPEARS PIVOTAL 
TO CONFLICT OUTCOME, AND "OVERSHADOWS EVERY OTHER CONSIDERA- 
TION HERE." 

WP S GREENWAY IN PP ALSO DISCUSSES MEKONG SITUATION. SEES 
KEY TO SUCCESS AS GREATER GKR CONTROL OF BANKS. QUOTES 
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KHMER NAVY OPERATIONS OFFICER THAT BOATS COULD BE 
CONVERTED TO MINE SWEEPERS, BUT THEN WOULD BE VULNERABLE 
TO ENEMY FIRE FROM BANKS. NOTES EMBASSY OFFICIAL'S 
STATEMENT THAT EVEN IF RIVER OPEN, FANK WILL RUN OUT 
OF AMMO BEFORE END OF MARCH UNLESS CONGRESS APPROPRIATES 
MORE FOR MIL AID. ADDS THAT DISAGREEMENT EXITS ON HOW 
SERIOUS AMMO SHORTAGE REALLY IS, BUT ALMOST EVERYONE 
AGREES SURVIVAL DEPENDS ON MEKONG BATTLE. REVIEWS RECENT 
TOLL, MENTIONING JUNKS AND OTHER SMALL CRAFT THAT ATTACH 
SELVES TO CONVOY TO BRING GOODS TO PP BUT NO RECORD 
KEPT OF THEIR LOSSES. KHMER NAVY RIVER FORCE HAS ABOUT 
200 BOATS, WITH 120 DEPLOYABLE AT ONE TIME, AND NAVY 
PERSONNEL "LITERALLY DECIMATED" BY CASUALTIES SINCE BEGINN- 
ING OF YEAR. STATES MINES, THAT HAVE ADDED NEW DIMENSION 
TO RIVER WARFARE, COULD BE HAND-MADE OR SUPPLIED BY 
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CHINESE. BELIEVES ANOTHER EFFORT TO BREAK BLOCKADE WILL 
BE MADE WITHIN TWO WEEKS, BUT UNLESS NEW AND MAIOR 
EFFORT MADE TO PUT MORE GKR TROOPS ALONG RIVER BANKS, 

MIL EXPERTS GLOOMY ABOUT CONVOY'S CHANCES OF ESCAPING 
HEAVY LOSSES. 

VN PRESS AGENCY ANNOUNCES THIEU WILL AMNESTY 404 COMMON 
CRIMINALS FOR TET, AND DECREE WOULD ALSO EFFECT UNSPECIFIED 
NUMBER OF OTHER PRISONERS WHOSE CASES BEING STUDIED 
(REUTER, WP). 

GVN COMMAND REPORTS ITS FORCES SUFFERED HEAVY LOSSES 
IN BATTLE NEAR TAY NINH, 55 MILES NW OF SAIGON, BUT 
DEALT NVA SEVERE SETBACK NEAR DA NANG. SAYS BOTH 
BATTLES TRIGGERED BY SVN OPERATIONS TO FORESTALL NVA 
AND VC ATTACKS DURING AND AFTER TET ( AP SUN, NYDN, PHINQ, 
CHITRIB, SUN). 

NYT'S BUTTERFIELD FROM DELTA VILLAGE NOTES FARMERS REVERT 
TO TRADITIONAL METHODS OF RICE PEST CONTROL BECAUSE OF 
VAST INCREASE IN PRICE OF OIL BASED PRODUCTS AND CUTS IN 
US AID. INSECTICIDES, FERTILIZER, GAS FOR WATER PUMPS 
GETTING TOO COSTLY, THOUGH THEY HELPED INCREASE PRODUCTION 
AND BROUGHT MEASURE OF PROSPERITY. DESCRIBES VILLAGE 
WHERE RESIDENTS FEAR OUTPUT WILL DROP. DISTINCTION 
BETWEEN OPPOSING SIDES "TENDS TO BLUR" WITH WAR THAT SEEMS 
TO SCOOP UP PEOPLE AND DEPOSIT THEM AT RANDOM ON DIFFERENT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SIDES. INHABITANTS CONSIDER MEMBERS ON BOTH SIDES 
STILL PART OF FAMILY. 

2. CHINA 

UPI (HK) REPORTS PEOPLE'S DAILY EDITORIAL SUNDAY 
CALLED FOR TIGHTER CONTROLS OVER ALL SECTORS OF 
PRC SOCIETY. SAID THIS IS "KEY QUESTION" RAISED IN 
RECENT NPC DOCUMENTS, AND NECESSARY TO TAKE STERN 
MEASURES TO PREVENT RISE OF CAPITALIST TENDENCIES 
AND ENABLE PROGRAMS OUTLINED DURING NPC BE CARRIED 
OUT (NYDN). CHINA WATCHERS SEES EDITORIAL AS SIGNAL 
FOR NEW CAMPAIGN AIMED AT PREVENTION, OR AT LEAST 
REDUCING, POLITICAL INFIGHTING MARKING MOST OF 1974; 

ALSO SEEN AS REFLECTION OF NEW LEADERSHIP'S "HARD-NOSED" 
ATTITUDE AND ITS DETERMINATION TO MOVE AHEAD WITH 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT (UPI, WP). 

SUN’S WU, IN HK, NOTES PD EDIT THEORIZED ABOUT MAO S 
DICTATORSHIP DOCTRINE, WHILE READIUSTING TASK OF 
YEAR-OLD ANTI-LIN PIAO/CONFUCIUS CAMPAIGN. FINDS THIS 
IN SHARP CONTRAST WITH PAPER'S EDITORIAL EXACTLY YEAR 
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AGO WHEN IT OFFICIALLY UNVEILED LIN-CONFUCIUS CRITICISM. 
RECALLS COURSE OF CRITICISM CAMPAIGN WAS THWARTED LAST 
SUMMER BY WHAT LATER WAS ATTRIBUTED TO UNPRINCIPLED 
CRITICISM OF HIGH OFFICIALS THAT HAMPERED PRODUCTION, 

UNDER "DEMOCRACY" LABEL. "OBVIOUSLY WITH THIS IN MIND," 

EDIT DROPPED STRONG HINTS SUCH UNRULY CONDUCT WILL 
NOT BE TOLERATED AND WOULD BE SUBJECT TO RIGORS OF 
PROLETARIAN DICTATORSHIP. TERMS IT SIGNIFICANT ALSO 
THAT EDITORIAL SHOWS NEW PRC LEADERS SERIOUS-MINDED 
IN MAINTAINING POLITICAL STABILITY TO INSURE SMOOTH 
PROGRESS OF ECONOMIC PROGRAM.

5. NEW ZEALAND 

JOC (AUCKLAND) SAYS US-OWNED NEW ZEALAND SUPERIOR 
DEVELOPMENT CO WITHDRAWS FROM CONSORTIUM TO EXPLORE, 
DEVELOP TASMAN BAY OIL, BECAUSE GNZ INTENDS TO TAKE 
51 PERCENT OF ANY OIL PRODUCTION, IN RETURN FOR PAYING 
40 PERCENT OF EXPLORATION COSTS. 

6. PACIFIC ISLANDS 

WP'S OBERDORFER (PHINQ) SEES US, MARIANA ISLANDERS 
ABOUT TO SIGN "PERMANENT AFFILIATION" PACT AND ALMOST 
CERTAINLY PROCLAIM "COMMONWEALH OF NORTHERN MARIANA 
ISLANDS" BY JOINT COVENANT WITHIN "NEXT FEW DAYS."

I. INDOCHINA 

CHITRIB NOTES IN INTERVIEW WITH ITS CORRESPONDENTS, 
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PRES POINTED, "ALBEIT BRIEFLY AND SOMEWHAT HESITANTLY," 

TO ROAD OUT OF VN: THAT ADMIN WOULD BE WILLING TO TAKE 
"ACCEPTED FIGURE .... OVER TWO-YEAR FISCAL PERIOD AND 
SAY "THIS IS IT. IF THE CONGRESS WILL APPROPRIATE 
IT, I WOULD AGREE NOT TO ASK FOR ANY MORE."' 

PRES LATER CORRECTED STATEMENT TO THREE- YR PERIOD. 

CHITRIB SEES OBVIOUS FLAWS IN COMMITMENT: NO SPECIFIC 
AMOUNT REQUESTED; NO ASSURANCE FORD WILL BE IN WH 
TO CARRY OUT COMMITMENT; WAS CLEAR HE DIDN'T WANT TO 
BE PINNED DOWN; AND HE LEANED ON AMB MARTIN’S JUDGMENT - 
AND LATTER'S CONFIDENCE DOESN'T SEEM SHARED BY THIEU, 

WHO IS SO JITTERY ABOUT HIS PROSPECTS THAT HE IS 
CLOSING OPPOSITION PAPERS. 

CHITRIB BELIEVES WHATEVER FLAWS IN PRES 1 STATEMENT, 

UNLESS HE MAKES SOME SUCH COMMITMENT HE IS UNLIKELY 
TO GET MORE MIL AID THIS YEAR AND POSSIBLY NONE NEXT. 

PRES WILL ALSO HAVE TO OFFER CONCRETE EVIDENCE THAT 
IN TWO YEARS SOMETHING WILL IMPROVE THAT "WILL JUSTIFY 
HOLDING OUT FOR IT." CHITRIB DOES NOT AGREE US 
CREDIBILITY STILL AT STAKE, SINCE CREDIBILITY "DOES 
NOT DEMAND PURSUING A MIRAGE." WE MUST MAKE CLEAR 
THAT UNILATERAL COMMITMENT ENDED WITH C-F. SEES 
PRES' OFFER AS FRAMEWORK FOR ORDERLY WAY OUT, AND BELIEVES 
CONGRESS MAY BE WILLING MAKE BARGAIN IF HE CAN MAKE GOOD 
CASE FOR HOLDING OUT 2-3 YEARS MORE. 

SAFIRE (NYT) NOTES SHOCKING VIEW OF CAMBODIAN CHILDREN 
KILLED BY ROCKET BROUGHT HORROR OF WAR INTO US 
LIVING ROOMS AGAIN. BELIEVES IF IT HAD BEEN US 
ROCKET, UPROAR WOULD HAVE BEEN HEARD IN CONGRESS AND 
THROUGHOUT LAND TO "STOP THE KILLING"; BUT IT WAS 
COMMUNIST ROCKET, SO WE "SHUDDER AND TURN AWAY." 

THIS BECAUSE WE ARE BORED BY ENDLESS SEA WAR, AND 
FRUSTRATED BY OUR INABILITY TO END IT. POINTS OUT 
LARGE CONGRESSIONAL GROUP SERIOUSLY PROPOSES TO LET 
IT END BY CUTTING OFF SVN SUPPLIES SO THEY "WILL LOSE 
AND BE QUIET." ASSERTION THIEU "CORRUPT DICTATOR" 

AND SO UNWORTHY OF OUR AID BEING MADE BY DOVES WITH 
VESTED INTEREST IN HIS DOWNFALL BECAUSE THEY 
PREDICTED GVN COLLAPSE WHEN US TROOPS LEFT; HIS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SURVIVAL IS REPROOF TO THOSE WHO SAID HE HAD NO 
INDIGENOUS SUPPORT. EMPHASIZES NO SVN TROOPS KILLING 
ANYONE IN NVN. US OFFICIALS FOOLISHLY REPEAT 
MISLEADING OLD ARGUMENTS ABOUT LIGHT-AT-THE-END-OF- 
TUNNEL. 

SAFIRE FINDS PRES' RECENT "DESPERATE PROMISE" TO END 
IT ALL IN THREE YRS ALSO MISLEADING. WE SHOULD KNOW 
BY NOW EXTERNALLY FINANCED COMMUNIST AGGRESSION 
PREPARED FIGHT ON FOR DECADES, AND NON-COMMUNIST 
MAJORITY IN THOSE COUNTRIES ALSO PREPARED FIGHT JUST 
AS LONG IF WE MATCH SUPPLIES FROM OUTSIDE. FORESEES 
THAT WE MIGHT BE EMBARRASSED BY CONSEQUENCES OF 
COMMUNIST VICTORY; WHEN VP RAISED POINT HE WAS DENOUNCED 
BY PEOPLE WHO ARE CERTAIN NO WHOLESALE EXECUTIONS WILL 
FOLLOW COMMUNIST VICTORY. SUCH CERTAINTY MUST BE 
COMFORTING, SINCE IT RUNS CONTRARY TO MUCH EXPERIENCE. 

SAFIRE STATES REASON US SHOULD CONTINUE AID TO PEOPLE 
FIGHTING COMMUNIST TAKE-OVER IS BECAUSE WE ARE ON SIDE 
OF HUMAN FREEDOM. WONDERS WHY WE ARE SO AFRAID TO 
ASSERT THIS RIGHT THING TO DO; CAN BE COSTLY, PAINFUL, 

NERVE-CRACKING AND, WHEN THIEU JAILS JOURNALISTS, 
INFURIATING, "BUT ESSENTIALLY MORAL." SEES MEASURE OF 
SUCCESS IN HELPING ALLIES CONTINUE RESIST LONG AS
